Great Meeting of New York’ 
Citizens Is Held in 
Cooper Union 


VIGILANCE COMMITTEE 
NAMED BY THE MEETING 


Dr. Abbott and Other Speak-! 
ers Declare That Civiliza-: 
tion Is Challenged by the, 
Developments That Have. 
Coome to Light in the Ros- 
enthal Case. 


August 14.—The freso- 
determination of the citizens of 
New York to rid their police force of 
its system of graft and blackmail was 
Siven forcible expression tonight at @ 
mass Cooper union, when 
they vigilance committee 
Of prominent men and women to see 
that public officers now engaged in 
exposing “the treasonable alliance of 
the police with organized crime” de 
their full duty. 

The mass meeting which typified 
the public indignation aroused by 
revelations of police corruption grow- 
ing out of the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal was attended by a crowd 
that overflowed the hall. There were 
4,000 persons in the auditorium with 
standing up, while blocking 
outside Were thousands 
clamored for admittance. 
one of the largest “town 
meetings” held in the city In ycars 
and there was no mistaking the earn- 
estness which pervaded the gathering 
as it voiced its approval of the de- 
nunciation of the police “system” 
which prominent speakers on the 
program employed. when speaking of 
existing conditions. 

Vigilance Committee Named. 

The resolution appointing the vigi- 
lance committee, which was given the 
power to increase its number to thirty 
and to solicit funds and to engage 
counsel called “wmpon the.police- de- 
partment to put forth additional ef- 
forts looking to the arrest of all those 
implicated in the Rosenthal murder; 
upon the district attorney to bend 
every energy of his office, as he has 
been doing, to the apprehension and 
conviction of those guiltv of this 
crime; upon the aldermanic investi- 
gating committee to make a thorough, 
non-partisan and unsparing ¢xamina- 
tion into existing conditions and into 
causes which give rise to systems of 
blackmail and graft and to propose 
remedies by which these causes may 
be removed, and upon the citizens and 
officials having information on these 
conditions to lay it before the district 
attorney or the aldermanic committee 
in the ful] contidence that they will 
be ‘protected against terrorism and 
oppression of every sort.” 

From All Walks of Life. 

On the platform from which Abra- 
ham Lincoln delivered ah address at 
the opening of Cooper union in 1860 
sat representative men and women in 
all walks of life.

It is be- 
lieved that with all of the reports in, 
it will be shown that the state ginned 
in the neighborhood of 1,650,000 bales 
during the year.

DARROW SPEAKS 
IN OWN DEFENSE. 


Declares He Is Being Prose- 
cuted by Cruel Band of 
Cutthroats. 


Los Angeles, Cal. August 14.—Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, regarded as One of 
the foremost champions of organised 
labor and defender in the courts of its 
leaders and principles, today pleaded 
his own case in his trial for alleged 
jury briberyy 

At the outget he informed the jurors 
he would not appeal to their SVYmpa- 
thies, and there was no note of sup- 
plication in his opening remarks. In- 


said, plotted to destroy him. 

Assistant District Attorney W. J. 
Ford, who sat near him, was made the 
object of many invectives: District. At- 
torney Fredericks and Detective W. J 
Burns were termed the tools of the 
steel trust, the National Erectors’ ag- 
sociation, designated as the arch con- 
spirator against him because of his 
labors for the working man. was bit- 
terly assailed as an enemy of society. 

Collectively, all were called “as cruel 
a band of cut-throats as ever pursued 
a4 Man since the world was born.” 

The spectacle of the accused attor- 
ney pleading for himself attracted 
hundreds to the courtroom. There was 
a rush when the doors opened, and 
men and women wera roughly handled. 

Darrow declared he was not being 
prosecuted for brihery, but because he 
had led in the battle for organized 
labor. 

“I have committed one crime.” he 
said, “which, like the crime against 
the Holy Ghost, canrrot be forgiven. I 
have stood for the weak and the poor. 
I have stood for the men who toil.” 

The enemies of labor. he charged, 
had long sought to get him out of the 
way. 

“IT have stood against them.” he 
said. “Now is their chance. They would 
stop my voice which, from the time I 
was a babe, my father and mother 
taught me never to raise except for 
justice and freedom and In the cause 
of the weak and the poor. They would 
stop it with the penitentiary 

“Oh, you wild, insane members of the 
Steel Trust and Erectors’ association’ 
Oh, you mad hounds of detectives who 
are willing to do your masters’ will! 
Oh, you district attorneys! You know 
not what you do. Let me say that if 
you can succeed in placing me behind 
prison walls, there will breed a silence 
more ominous and eloquent than any 
word that my poor lips could ever 
frame.” 

Darrow will conclude his argument 
at the forenoon session tomorrow.

A GOOD PARCELS POST BEGINNING. 


The parcels post measure, now certain to become a law, 
a splendid beginning in the direction of a postal reform which 
the people have long demanded, and in which, as is too frequently 
the case, this country lags at the heels of the progress procession. 


But parcels 


would have confined it wholly to rural routes, and then to a very 


restricted degree. 


package not exceeding eleven pounds in weight may be sent from 
any point in the United States to any other point, at a rate vary- 


ing according to weight and distance. Such a package may start 


from a point on one rural route 25 miles from a postoffice and be 
delivered upon another route even 2,000 miles distant and just as 
far in the country; a country home in South Carolina may send 
a parcel to a country home in Oregon, or vice versa. 


Thus, to all intents and purposes, the Bourne plan provides a 


universal and beneficent parcels post system, though it has its de- 


fects, as its author and its leading advocates realize and admit. Chief 


objections to it are, in some instances, too high charges tor 


service rendered and the fact that the zone system, through which 


the charges increase with distance, is awkward and cumbersome. 


Other criticisms apply largely to points which affect postoffice 
administration rather than the public, and these defects will have 


be met and cured as they are tested out. 


But these criticisms aside, The Constitution, having contended

GEORGIA TO HEAR 
BULL MOOSE CALL 


Col. Roosevelt Coming in Octo- 
ber—Race Between Wil- 


son and Roosevelt. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 14.—(Special.) 
Theodore Roosevelt expects to visit 
Georgia the latter part of October in 
the course of a campaign tour of the 
southern states and will make a des- 
perate effort to carry the state in the 
November election. That he will em- 
phasize while in the state the policy 
he has adopted toward the negro and 
will also make a sentimental appeal 
to the people of the state which was 
the birthplace of his mother, goes 
without saying. 

Mr. Roosevelt will also make cam- 
paign speeches in Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Alabama and probably North Car- 
Olina. 

Friends of the new progressive party 
candidate are beginning to assert with 
a fine show of confidence that he will 
break the solid south. His Georgia 
itinerary will be arranged by the state 
progressive leaders. 

From reports received in Washing- 
ton from over the country it is begin- 
ning to dawn on the members of con- 
gress that the race is between Wood- 
row Wilson and Theodore Roosevelt. 
President Taft is already hopelessly 
beaten and a liberal estimate of his 
strength is 100 electoral votes out of 
a possible 531. 

While the power of the new party 
Supporters in the various states Is 
too inchoate as yet to enable an es- 
timate of whether its greatest strength 
will be developed, the undercurrent of 
feelings points to a desertion of Taft 
for Roosevelt on the part of the re- 
publican voters. How many adherents 
he will pull away from the democratic 
ranks remains to be seen. 

The first campaign tour of Mr. 
Roosevelt will begin the first week in 
September, when he will speak in St. 
Louis, St. Paul, Los Angeles and other 
points in the west. Returning to New 
York, he will rest a short while before 
Campaigning in the south.
